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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plainfield: 


I am glad to present herewith my twelfth annual 
report on the activities of the Plainfield Schools for the 
past twelve months. This is the twenty-seventh such re- 
port since state wide supervision. 


There is printed in another place the list of the num- 
ber attending high school and the free tuition pupils at 
Kimball Union Academy. There is also included a list 
of prize winners for the H. E. Ward essays and a list of 
the children who were graduated in June 1945. 


Teachers 


In this time of scarcity of teachers it is gratifying to 
note that we have but two changes in the Plainfield 
Schools. One of these is at the Plainfield Grammar School 
where Mrs. Tracy Spalding is carrying out the assign- 
ment. The other is at the Meriden School where Mrs. 
Louise Kinsey is doing likewise. These two are teachers 
of some experience and maturity. The other teachers are 
geting along well in their respective schools. I hope that 
we shall be able to have money enough to meet the de- 
mands for experienced and mature teachers for the com- 
ing year. 
| School Buildings 


The Methodist Hill school building was covered 
with two coats of paint during the summer months but 
would profit by a third coat since it was in very poor 
shape. This is not a suitable building at best but it is 
doubtful whether anything should be done until later 
with reference to this school. If roads were suitable I 
should recommend that Methodist Hill and the Brook 
School be closed at once. 


At East Plainfield a new steel flag pole was erected. 
Both sides of the roof at the Brook School have been 
shingled. No work about the schools is now pressing al- 
though I recommend a cement floor in the Meriden 
School basement and sinks in the antiroom or wherever 
thought best in both the Plainfield and Meriden schools 
so that noon luncheons could be taken care of better. 
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Noon Luncheons 


It is pleasing to know that the Red Cross and other 
friends have contributed so generously at the various 
schools. As mentioned above I hope we shall be able 
to take care of noon luncheons as far as equipment and 
utensils are concerned. 


Health 


We have had no serious epidemic in the schools in 
general but it is to be regretted that so many at East 
Plainfield should have been exposed needlessly to whoop- 
ing cough. Parents should take advantage of immuniza- 
tion for small children so as to reduce the seriousness of 
whooping cough. There is being carried out at the pres- 
ent time immunization for diphtheria under the direction 
of the State Boards of Health and Education. Mrs. 
Hasham has done excellent work in securing dental 
clinics for the schools, especially so in these times when 
dentists in their own offices are so over crowded with 
work. 


High Schools 


The neighboring towns have not increased the cost 
of tuition for high school pupils very substantially al- 
though this will probably occur in the near future since 
the average cost in the state is something over $100.00 
and this for instruction alone. The law makes no allow- 
ance for the general up keep and maintenance of a high 
school in tuition charge. Therefore, an increase in the 
amount of tuition in the neighboring high schools is to 
be expected. 


Budget and State Aid 


The budget for the support of schools this year will 
be higher than last. This is partly on account of the 
increase in cost of fuel, janitor service, transportation 
and other items where wages enter into the picture. The 
salary of high school teachers in neighboring towns has 
gone up very considerably and will be reflected in the 
increased cost of high school tuition. It is expected that 
the state aid allotment will be about the same as last 
year which was in the vicinity of $5,300.00.

Conclusion 


It is a pleasure to note that the Plainfield Grange is 
planning to install some playground equipment at that 
school and I recommend that as a School District we do 
something for that and other schools along this line just 
as soon as material is available. 


I am grateful to teachers and pupils who have help- 
ed in any way to make the schools run smoothly. I here- 
by express appreciation to the Members of the School 
Board for their readiness to accept recommendations and 
other hélpful things.
